New COVID cases
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Summary

* COVID-19 case rate continues to decrease
* Driven by reduction in contact rate
e Case rate could increase again with increase in contact rate or waning immunity

* We will continue to monitor hospital census, particularly ICU
* Total hospital census leveled off and appears to be declining

* Unvaccinated individuals are at much higher risk for infection,
hospitalization, and death.

* We are working with healthcare partners across the city to prepare for
potential increase in booster eligibility

* We will all be learning to live with COVID, focusing on reducing morbidity
and mortality during future surges and likely new variants
